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1956  was  a  turbulent  year  for  KPFA  with  a  sequence  of  financial  crises,  but  the 
station  emerged  with  the  highest  subscription  roster  in  its  history;  and  for  the  first 
time  there  is  a  real  possibility  that  KPFA  can  be  completely  listener -supported. 
Much  of  the  credit  for  this  is  due  those  enthusiastic  volunteers,  who,  working  in 
outlying  districts  as  Area-Consultants,  and  working  at  the  station  doing  routine 
office  tasks,   continue  to  add  new  subscribers  to  our  listening  audience. 

1956  was  also  a  year  of  expanding  our  concept  of  listener-sponsorship.  Last  Feb- 
ruary, the  Advanced  Subscription  Category  Plan  was  established  in  an  effort  to 
counteract  KPFA's  perennial  deficit  problem.  During  the  ensuing  ten  months,  the 
station  has  succeeded  in  enlisting  over  six  hundred  listener:  as  Sustaining  Sub- 
scribers at  $25.00  each,  thirty-nine  listeners  are  Contributing  Subscribers  at  $50.00 
each  and  we  have  nineteen  Patrons  at  $100.  00.  Revised  goals  of  2800  Sustaining 
Subscribers,  225  Contributing  Subscribers  and  100  Patrons  were  set  up  in  October 
of  1  95  6  as  part  of  a  practical  plan  to  permanently  solve  the  station's  financial 
problems.  We  hope  by  the  end  of  1957  to  get  beyond  the  half-way  mark  in  the 
filling  of  these  advanced  categories. 

In  programming  the  most  positive  step  was  the  October  increase  in  broadcast 
time  with  the  addition  of  full  time  music  programming  during  the  day  time 
hours.  Then,  at  the  year's  end  came  the  announcement  that  KPFA  has  been 
awarded  a  grant-in-aid  of  $7000  from  the  Educational  Television  and  Radio  Cen- 
ter, and  the  National  Association  of  Broadcasters  to  produce  a  radio  series  de- 
veloped by  Virginia  Maynard.  The  grant  will  assist  in  production  cost  of  a  series 
of  thirteen  half-hour  programs  entitled,  "The  American  Woman  in  Fact  and  Fiction; 
From  Colonial  Times  to  the  Present  Day. "  The  pilot  program  of  the  series,  entitled 
"Sinful  Eve,  "  which  was  submitted  in  the  national  competition,  was  broadcast 
Sunday,    December  23;  but  the  entire  series  is  projected  for  summer  of  1957. 

Adjustments  in  programming  are  planned  in  reference  to  the  listener-question- 
naire, and  we  anticipate  increased  flexibility  in  our  schedule  that  there  may  be 
better,   and  more  immediate  coverage  of  events  such  as  the  recent  hearings  of  the

Congressional  Sub-committees  on  Un-American  Activities,  which  were  recorded  ex- 
clusively by  KPFA  each  day,  and  broadcast  each  night.  Wherever  it  is  practical  within 
our  limited  means,  live  programming  will  be  increased,  with  an  emphasis  at  all  times  on 
an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  KPFA. 

FOLIO  NOTES 

During    1956,   there  were  many  displays  at  libraries,    book   stores  and  at  art  festivals 

and  fairs.   As  a  convenient  method  for  acquainting  many  people  to  KPFA people  whose 

tastes  might  favor  some  of  the  station's  programs,  these  displays  were  invaluable.  Sev- 
eral Bay  artists  and  designers  gave  valuable  time  and  thought,  to  say  nothing  of  talent 
and  hard  work,  towards  making  our  displays  outstanding.  Last  July,  Jean  Hurt  of  Gehr- 
ardt-Hurt,  painted  a  gigantic  KPFA  sign  with  an  ingenious  cartoon  illustration  for  the 
Marin  Art  and  Garden  Fair. 

During  last  summer  we  also  had  booths  at  the  Grant  Street,  Sausalito  and  Berkeley 
Fairs.  Designer-volunteers  were:  Jack  Seto  of  San  Francisco,  Ruth  Pape  and  George 
Hoffman  of  Sausalito,  and  Margurite  Kelly  of  Berkeley.  While  these  Art  Fairs  were 
shorter  and  less  elaborate  than  the  Marin  County  function,  station  volunteers  talked  to 
many  prospective  subscribers,  distributed  sample  Program  Folios,  and  sold  quite  a  few 
subscriptions. 

Our  most  ambitious  effort  for  the  year  was  at  San  Francisco's  Art  Festival  in  Decern- 
ember.  A  committee  was  formed  three  months  ahead  to  plan  the  booth,  arrange  for  volun- 
teers, and  procure  equipment.  Most  fortunately  San  Francisco  designer,  Jordan  Belson 
(who   is  responsible   for  the   layout  of  much   of  KPFA's  printed  materials)  volunteered   to 
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conceive  and  design  our  booth.  He  came  up  with  an  overall  plan,  specially  created  to 
attract  attention  at  a  very  visual  art  festival.  This  involved  a  booth  set  off  by  futuristic 
light,  color  and  motion  machinery.  Thus  our  display  involved  commercial  signs  (stripped 
of  their  sales  message!)  tape  recorders,  a  continuous  abstract  color  film,  and  an  opaque 
light  box  to  enclose  the  entire  booth.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Burgermeister  Brewery, 
Seagram's  Distillers,  Brooks  Camera,  Hal  Cox,  Sonotape,  Ampex,  Jim  Lansing,  Regal 
Pale  Brewers,  Inc.,  the  contents  of  our  KPFA  Booth  were  made  available.  By  a  conven- 
ient kind  of  coincidence,  we  discovered  a  most  provacative  and  halting  kind  of  abstract 
film  in  the  possession  of  Cinematographer  Jane  Belson.  She  agreed  to  allow  us  to  use 
two  of  her  experimental  color  change  sequences  to  highlight  our  color-light-motion  dis- 
play. Then  through  the  superhuman  efforts  of  volunteers  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Duino,  Jack 
Seto,  Ruth  Pape,  George  Popper,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dean  Wallace,  Walter  Donnelly  and  Jordan 
Belson,  it  all  happened!
